The closest prior art to the present invention is Campbell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
7,105,864). Campbell et al. discloses a method of operating a multiple-bit memory cell 
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including the step of reading the memory device by sensing the absorption or 
transmission of one of a plurality of read energy pulses. Campbell et al. fails to show or 
suggest the limitation of a fast fourier transform analysis circuit coupled to a conductor 
line, which is connected to a plurality of memory cells, each of the memory cells being 
formed to store data as an energy-absorbing state, to simultaneously read data stored 
in each of the plurality of memory cells.
